DR. W. M. HILL 
IS NO MORE. 



Aged and Honored Physician 
Succumbs to Infirmities 
of Old Age. 



WAS 78 YEARS OLD, 

Was Once a Member of the 
City Council and Filled 
the Position Well. 



Dr. William M. HQ), who had been 
confined to his bed for several weeks, 
died of senility at o'clock yester- 
day morning. He had been uncon- 
scious at intervals for four or five 
days. He would rally from his stu- 
por for a while, but failed constantly 
in strength from time he was taken 
down. He never recovered from the 
carbuncle that appeared oqyMkieck 
two or three years ago; his Hgwhad 
been failing for some time, and dur- 
ing last few months he was unable to 
recognize his most intimate friends 
when he met them on the streets. 

Dr. Hill began the study of medi- 
jine when quite young with Dr. D. 
J. Gish, and after graduating at 
Hahmann Homeopathic College in 
Philadelphia, in 1861, returned to 
this county and began practicing at 
Liberty church, where he remained 
for four qr five years. He then came 
to the city and entered into partner- 
ship with Dr. D. J. Gish. There 
were only seven homeopathic physi- 
cians in the state when Dr. Hill 
graduated. Now there are 150. He 
loved his profession and was very 
successful, building up quite a large 
practice.- 

He was- a genial, highminded gen- 
tleman and was a friend to every- 
body. He never failed to respond to 
the call of the poor who needed his 
services and had the esteem of all. 
He served a term as chairman of the 
council,and always took deep interest 
in all public enterprises. He was a 
member of the Christian church for 
forty years or more and, unless pro- 
fessionally prevented, hardly ever 
failed to be in his seat before the 
weight of years pressed too heavily 
upon him. He was sensitive to the 
ttreme about his age, and there is 
) definite knowledge, probably, as 
j the exact number of his years, 
though he is supposed to have neared 
the four score limit— probably 76 or 
78 years. He was married to Miss 
Alice Cayce, who survives 
him. He has several brothers in 
the county. Funeral services 
be held at the Christian church this 
afternoon at 2 o'olock, conducted by 
Rev. H. D. Smith. Interment in 
Hopewell.

About four years ago a man 
named Parsons caught a large, gray 
wolf in a trap. He exhibited him 
in this city and finaily sold him to a 
butcher at Dawson, who kept him in 
capativity until a short while ago 
when he made his escape and re- 
turned to the Hawkins neighborhood! 

He 
had a long chain attached to him 
and could be' easily tracked by the 
mark of the chain. A hunting party 
was organized and the trail was 
struck of the pack of five wolves. 
In the chase all eseaped except the 
old wolfe, who was handicapped by 
his chain and was finally overtaken 
by the dogs and kilted by a young- 
man nam«d Sharp In his fight the 
chain would wrap around bushes and 
the animal would stop long enough 
to cut down the bushes with his teeth 
and resume the fight.

Symptoms of Disease. 

I Disease is a most difficult thing to 
wrestle with in poultry. It is far 
easier to prevent it than it is to com- 
bat it when it obtains a foothold. 
Often a person will employ more 
time and medicine than the bird is 
worth. The following will help most 
poultrymen to locate a difficulty and 
will also suggeot treatment. 

When the exc.eTe.it secreled by 
the kidneys, which is normally pure 
white, appears yellow, though the 
droppings are solid and the bird ap- 
pears perfectly healthy, look out for 
bowel trouble. 

When the crop ia hara, distended 
and unyeilding there is danger of 
the Liird being crop bound. 

When the discharges are streaked 
with blood it is time to give prevent- 
ives for diarrhoea. 

When the joints are hot and swol- 
len and the fowl is disinclined to 
stand, rheumatism has taken hold. 

When the nostrils are clogged with 
dirt and the eyes water ward if possi- 
ble cases of roup by timely treat- 
ment. If the case is bad apply the 
hatchet. 

When a bird is lame in one foot 
and a small swelling is observed re- 
move it to a place where there are 
no roosts and compel it to roost on 
aome straw or other material. It ia 
bumble foot, and is cured in this 
manner. 

When a hen drops down behind, 
goes to the nest often but does not 
lay she is suffering from a disorder 
of the oviduct and might as well be 
killed and eaten. 

When a bird is "going light," has 
a good appetite.but passes food from 
the bowels undigested, it is the early 
stages of consumption and treatment 

useless. 

When a bird has a weakness with 
no disorder of the liver, feed lighter 
and give plenty of the bone forming 

food. 

When new fowls are bought they 
should be quarantined until one is 
d that they have no disease 
that is communicative to the flock.

Divorce Question. 

It looks as if the Legislature is 
taking up the divorce question in 
earnest. Mr. White has introduced 
a bill prohibiting the divorced hus- 
band or wife at fault from marrying 
within a period of five years, and 
prohibiting the other from remarry- 
ing within a period of one year. 
Many members believe this prohibi- 
tion is a little too strict, but Mr. 
Slattery has introduced a bill pro- 
viding that a divorce from bed and 
board must first be granted, and 
that an absolute divorce cannot be 
granted within less than ten months 
later. Such a restriction, he argues, 
would tend to prevent married per- 
sons from becoming engaged before 
they secure a divorce, and would 
lessen the divorce evil.

7 cents; neck pieces, about 8 cent*; 
a pound, respectively. It com- 
ments in the following strain: 

"Although epicureans admit 
and chemists demonstrate that 
tbe neck piece is toothsome and 
nutritious, it bear* the lowest 
price. In fact, it would hardly be 
considered respectable to ask the 
butcher for a piece of the neck. 
Perhaps ■ low order of proficiency 
in the housewife's cooking in the 
past gave the neck piece its low 
place. The story might have been 
different had the housewife of for- 
mer times possessed the French 
housewife's ability to utilize 
meats in the making of attractive 
and delicious dishes." The poiut 
of the argument is that cheap cuts 
are as good aB dear when judi- 
ciously selected and properly 
talked, 

The pamphlet also treats of the 
delusion that exists in' the terms 
applied to \arious subsistence 
commodities 1>,\ whic h their sale is 

influenced. Note the following: 
•Theainouut of 'Canada' lamb sold 
in the United States is enormous. 
The word 'Canada' has the same 
magical effect upon lamb juices 
that the word 'Philadelphia' has 
upon spring poultry or lhat of 
Long Island' on fresh ejrgs. These 
fictions seem to sell the product, 
and the eating public apju-ars to 
feel satisfied. By tacking the 
word t'anada onto his product the- 
butcher is enabled to get two cents 
more per pound for it, or. if he ad 
heres to the normal prices, bi* cus- 
tomers think they are getting 
something unusual for their mon- 
ey. In certainly five per cent, of 
the cases they are getting plain 
domestic lamb, and about 50 times 
out of 100 are not getting lamb at 
all, but mere mnttoD." 

Many other commodities are set 
forth under the respective delu- 
sive titles with the same unre- 
served treatment of the decep- 
tions practiced In regard to them.
